What are the three framed 
cards standing on the altar and 
what ts their use? 

They are called altar cards 
and contain prayers which the 
priest recites during the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass. 

Am I wrong in believing that

It is not the ordinary way, 
that is certain. The voice of 
conscience, the duty of fraternai 
charity, the constant teaching 
authority of the Church are con- 
tinual reminders of the neces- 
sity of prayer for the dead.

What is meant by a “Putative

ample, if two first cousins, not 
knowing of their relationship, 
enter into marriage, this union 
is called a putative marriage. 

When were the Freemasons 
first founded?

While many different agencies either work together or

In Italy the’ States of the Church were con- 
fiseated and the Pope made a prisoner 50 years ago; every 
trace of Catholicity was erased from the school room, but to- 
day the government of Italy seeks to renew friendship with 
the Vatican, and has ordered the Crucifix and other emblems 
of the Catholic faith restored.

Texas and other southwestern states 
have been in the throes of a fanatical 
spasm for more than 18 months now, 
due to the activities of the organiza- 
tion known as the Ku Klux Klan. 
Georgia, Alabama, the two Carolinas 
and Florida have been swept by this 
organization with its anti-Catholic 
propaganda leaving a trajl of dis- 
trust, ill-will, and , friéndships 
as a legacy to the citizenship of those 
States. he propaganda agency of 
the Klan commenced organization 
work in Texas, Arkansas, Oklahoma 
and northern Louisiana with a vigor 
worthy of a better cause. An army of 
anti-Catholic lecturers, former 

reachers who had lost. their charges 

tae Ohe reason or another; so-called 
“ex-priests and ex-nuns,” soap box 
orators and irresponsible itinerants of 
all kinds, were thrown into these 
states to stimulate prejudice and 
bigotry and cause enlistments in the 
Klan, at $10 per head. The Kian 
propagaridists attacked the _ three 
weakest elements in the séuthern 
states—the Catholics, the Jews and 
the négroes, Numerically, the Cath- 
olics and the Jews constitute but a 
small proportion of the total popu- 
lation in the old south and the south- 
west, except in a few localities, and 
the negroes are helpless as a class. 

The Klan organizera, drew many 
worthy men into the srPandeation by 
whispering hints of an uprising by 
the blacks. Another element, were at- 
tracted hy wild statements of the in- 
creasing political power of Catholics 
and still another by tales of the Jew- 
ish tendency to monopolize varied 
lines of commercial and industrial en- 
deavor. These are the elements that 
make up the Kiah membership in the 
southern and southwestern states. 
When these elements. were solidified 
the politicians used them for their 
own purposes and soon the Klan men 
were in control of municipal, county 
and state government. Finding them- 
selves safe from molestation by the 
authorities, or at least a large per- 
centage of the peace officers, the rad- 
ical elements in the organization 
started a campaign of physical viol- 
ence. In the beginning negroes and a 
few white men were whipped, tarred 
and feathered. No efforts, or, but 
futile attempts, were made to appre- 
1end the members of the masked 
mobs. Here and there district judges 
insisted upon grand jury 
tions but they were laughed at. A 
yriest was murdered in Alabama. 
Phree were publicly whipped and 
driven from their parishes in Texas. 
Another in New Mexico was thrown) 
into jail without due process of law. 
Charts in small communities were 
damaged or defaced. Efforts were 
made to trap priests by calling them 
on telephones and requesting them to 
answer sick calls at certain addfesses 
which upon Investigation were found 
to be houses of prostitution. The 
plan was to raid the house, arrest 
the priest and then herald the news 
through Klan papers which had beer 
established at ygrious points in the 
states. Educational institutions main- 
tained by the Sisterhoods have not 
escaped the fury of the fanatics, and 
the boycott was used against them, 
Preachers take a most - prominent 
part in keeping alive the spirit of 
hatred, directing their attentions 
most particularly against Catholics. 
[t must in justice be said to the cre- 
dit of the. more infivential and bet- 
ter educated class of ministers that 
they publicly deprecated the preju- 
dicial debauch and «condemned the? 
Klan and its methods, but their oppo- 
sition had no effect upon hundreds of 
Protestant preachers of the mediocre 
class having charges in the small 
towns or in the outskirts of the cities. 
The Methodist bishop for Texas 
vigorously denounced the Klan’s met- 
hods. The leading Baptist minister 
in Texas, a man who has collected 
hundreds of thousands of dollars for 
the churches, educational and charit- 
able institutions of his denomination, 
was equally vigorous in decrying reli- 
gious intolerance. But the smaller 
calibre preachers ignore their admoni- 
tions and continue to foster the spirit 
of hatred, The present wave of in- 
tolerance has demonstrated 
marked degree the lack of discipline 
that obtains in, the Protestant de- 
nominations. The Grand dragon of 
the Ku Klux Klan in Texas for a 
time was an Episcopalian -rector. 

The southern states have been 
flooded with anti-Catholic literature, 
sent out from Washington and At- 
lanta and distributed by the propa- 
ganda agencies. In Texas alone it is 
estimated ever 600,000 copies of the 
fake Fourth Degree “oath” of the 
Knights of Columbus are circulatin 
and the same conditions exist in nort 
Louisiana, Arkansas and Oklahoma.

Each package contains from 14 to 
20 leaflets, books and circulars, and 
costs from 8 to 16 eents second class 
postage. The object in sending so 
many different pieces, apparently 
duplicating the same subjects, is in- 
spired by the hope that they will be 
distributed in the yarious neighbor- 
hoods by the recipients and in many 
cases this has been done, 

These explanatory articles have 
been mailed to 143 different cities and 
towns in Texas,—three in Louisiana, 
three in Oklahoma and several pack- 
ages have been sent to Ohio and Sine 
eastern states at the request of 
friends.
